Civilization and Taxes. 


Among tho accusations brought by tho 


Berlin commissioners against tho hapless 
Samoana, ono is that they arc incapable 
of forming a government. 
As proof of 


this Mr. Thurston, the British commis- 
sioner, nays: "They have raised no 
taxes." Their cose must be hopeless if 
they cannot levy taxes. When the Sa- 
moan island* were discovered, 120 years 
ago, the nudo and- graceful 
Islanders 


were indeed without a government, but 
they weiii so happy wiiliout, It itiui Uiwy 
were not conscious of their sad state. 
It is truly deplorable that they do not 
know hcntr to levy taxes. When, under 
tho tuition of tho three great nations that 
have now taken them In hand, they learn 
how to roll up a great public debt, and 
how to assess taxes at tlirco dollars on 
tho hundred, then they will begin to ap- 
preciate tho blessings of civilization. 


Annuities for Old Afrc. 


The toachera in several of the larger 


cities of the union have organized mutual 
benefit associations, which are almost 
models of their kind. Tho object of these 
associations is to pay tho expenses of 
teachers in sickness, also to pay them on 
annuity after they havo retired on ac- 
count of old ago. In Boston tho annuity 
Is to bo paid to a woman after thirty-live 
years' continuous service, and to a man 
after forty years. 
' 


An assessment of 1 per cent, a year is 


made on all salaries below $1,000. Above 
$1,000 tlio assessment is $10 a year, with 
fifty cents for each additional $100. Tho 
teacher who retires will receive as an 
annuity GO per cent, of his or her salary 
at tho time of leaving, unless said annu- 
ity would amount to more than $600 a 
year. I'lio limit of tho annuity is $600. 
A perniiinent fund of $60,000 is to bo es- 
tablished as soon as it can be gathered. 


This plan furnishes somo valuable fea- 


tures. There are no officers with exorbi' 
taut salaries to fatten off tho organiza- 
tion. It is far better than pensions for 
retired teachers, for the annuities do not 
come as official charities, but from the 
savings of tho teachers themselves. 
There will thus be no charity in accept- 
ing the money, and notlu'ng of tho pater- 
nal government idea in tho payment of 
it. Mutual benefit associations like this 
would l'i- excellent in the different trades 
and professions. The members would 
thus insure themselves, and they could 
be sure of getting themselves the benefits 
of tho money they had paid. 


Allen Thorndlko Hicc. 


"Call no man fortunate till after ho is 


dead," was ono of tho ancient Greek 
maxims. 
Allen Tliorndike Rice, now 


that he is dead, may, as far as human 
judgment can penetrate, bo pronounced 
one of the most fortunate of men in his 
life. 


Born to a fortune, he was educated in 


the best manner. Ilia parents them- 
selves accompanied him to Europe and 
remained till his schooling was finished. 
Be was one of tho most highly cultivated 
men America has produced, in this land 
where there is so much work and so 
little time for scholarly culture. We 
have plenty of rich men's sons, but a 
pitifully small number of them are ac- 
complished 
intellectually. 
Plenty ol 


dudes and sports, but almost no ripe 
scholars. 


Mr. Rice was identified with various 


literary and scientific enterprises, and 
whatever he took hold of he improved. 
The North American Review, which he 
bought when he was only twenty-three, 
became at once the medium of expres- 
sion for the liberal and radical thought 
of the Uay. Mr. Rice published articles 
that no other leading magazine wouU 
have published and yet, perhaps because 
of this, The Review at once became a 
success and a power. 


Mr. Kice was universally sought after 


in society. Rich, handsome, famous, a 
bachelor in the prime of manhood, a 
leader of thought, minister to a grea 
foreign power when only 30 years old 
no gift of good fortune seemed withheli 
from him. Yet, just when he had every 
thing to live for, he was taken away from 
life. It is very, very sad. 


Mr. Kice was warmly interested in tin 


progress of civilization. His heart wa 
as strong and large as his brain. Hac 
he lived lie would probably have thrown 
all his strength into the great movements 
for bettering the condition of mankind 
Of all the regrets attending his loss, thi 
thought is the saddest

The Society for Psychic Research have 
(limited that occurrences take place 
which cannot, be accounted for by the 
rdinary laws of matter. Bishop, the 
mind reader, so called, gave the best 


roof in modern times that there are 
acts beyond the ken of the ordinary five 
enses. Bishop always said that he per- 
ormed his fi-ats in a semi-hypnotic con- 
ition. 
His mind reading was more properly 
nought transference. If an article was 
liddcn anywhere, in tho house in which 
o was or out of it, Bishop, blindfolded, 
nd grasped by the wrist by the man 
?ho hid tho article or one of his accom- 
ilices, would walk directly to the spot 
nd find it. In Boston ho drove a car- 
iago, blindfolded, through tho streets 
or several squares in quest of the hid- 
;en object and found it. 
Tho only condition he made was that 
lie person who grasped his wrist should 
ceep his mind on each step of tho 
oad to the hidden thing, leading gradu- 
lly, mentally, to tho thing itself. By 
ransfcrence of nervous or psychic in- 
uenco from his leader to Bishop, the 
alter, remaining quite passive mentally, 
as drawn on till ho found tho article. 
This and like feats were called muscle 
eading by many. Bishop always said 
hat anybody could do them. It is a 
act that in a company of half a dozen 
jeraons there will generally bo found 
ne or more who accotnpliuh these facts. 
But latterly Bishop has succeeded in 


somo of his performances without any 
physical contact at all. He has ap- 
iroached the sphere of a real mind 
cader. 
It was in accomplishing his 


most marvelous feat, reading a thought 
without physical contact, that ho at last 
met his death. 


For some time ho has been subject to 


:ataleptic seizures. At tho close of tho 
greatest triumph of his life, ho was taken 
with ono of these attacks and never re- 
covered. His irregular habits of life may 
lavo hastcin d his end. Ho was of a 
superlatively fine and sensitive nervous 
temperament, exactly tho organization 
hat cannot onduro alcoholic stimulants 
or excesses of any kind. But Bishop put 
10 check upon himself. His health was 
wcertaiii, and it is said ho was insane 
for a time. Ho was only 41 years old at 
lis death.

much of the original beauty nature put 
Jito tho landscape, and havo not replaced 
it with tho lx;auty of civilization.

(Jarrett points to the fact that ex- 
actly those nations where women are

ions that have made least progress, 
notably Turkey iind China. 


She declares emphatically that it is 


nothing but "selfishness writ large" for 
women to bury their talents and interests 
n their homes and families, am] let the 
vorld go to the dogs. 


1 once heard a Ituly, the wife of a member of 


mrHumcnt, nay, at a moment when we seemed to 
tu on tho brink of a war with Russia, that she 
would rather there wero a war than a general 
election. She would rattier, that is, than that her 
own domestic comfort and case ghoukl be Inter- 
upted, and her husband'a digestion tipuet, that 
.jiousands of homes Bhould bo made desolate, 
hut, leim or thouHunita uf bravo men should lose 
heir lives, and their wires and children should 
jutto the bitterness of widow and orphanhood. 
The first thing that women learn from bearing 
some part, however humble. In national life, Is to 
care for other homes besides their own, to learn 
low law and social customs affect other people's 
children, and to test every proposed alteration in 
the law, not as ft may affect their personal inter- 
ests, but according to Its hearing on the well be- 
HK of others. In a word, it extend* their sympa- 
.hic-s and enlarges their horizon. 


Whatever tends to cramp the develop- 


ment and hinder the liberty of one sex 
must inevitably react to the injury of 
the other, the lady declares. The tend- 
ency to sentimental politics which wo- 
men might be expected to indulge will 
be quickly corrected by acquaintance 
with real politics. As evidence that wo- 
men will exercise a good influence in 
electiona, Mrs. Fawcett quotes the reso- 
lutions passed by tho Atchison, Kan., 
women previous to a nominating con- 
vention. They declared that they cared 
more for principle than for parties, and 
parties that expected their vote must 
give them good men to vote for. 


Thus far Mrs. Fawcett. 
Mr. J. S. Stuart Ulennio then takes up 


the weapons for tho other side. He calls 
his paper "The Proposed Subjection of 
Men." lie then proceeds to present on 
argument against woman suffrage in 
England which is certainly new to 
America, lie calls attention to tho well 
known fact that there are nearly a mill- 
ion more women than men in Great Brit- 
ain—over half a million, Mr. Ulcnnie 
says. 


Put suffrage in thu hands of women, 


and Great Britain would have on her 
hands something like the present negro 
problem in the south. The triumphant 
majority of women would instantly 
seize on and control everything. 
The 


small minority of men would be no- 
where, and the political subjection of 
man would lie complete. 


Then he attacks another point. lie 


tells us that before the Christian era wo- 
men enjoyei.1 equal personal and prop- 
erty rights witli men under the ancient 
Roman law. 
Christianity was a "re- 


ligious revolt against all the emancipa- 
tory principles of the Roman jurists and 
edicts of the Roman praHors." Christi- 
anity in its triumph destroyed these anc 
the rights of women and established their 
subjection, Mr. (ilennicsays. Now, how- 
ever, the tendency is the other way, back 
towards the independence women en- 
joyed in the old Chaldean and Egyptian 
civilization. 


In some particulars which Mr. Cilennie 


mentions property laws are more favor- 
able now to women than to men. Arldec 
to these favoring conditions place the 
ballot in wnuien's hands. Then, remem- 
bering the preponderance of women in 
numbers in England, what would happen 
"There would lie not (lunger merely, but 
the clearest certainty of social ami puliti 
cul disaster."

It looks as if very few were selling openly 
with impunity, but rather that the prohibi- 
tory law was effectually enforced. 
Few argu- 


ments against the efficiency of prohibition 
are more specious than the one drawn from 
the issuing of Government licenses. 
At one 


tiino Dr. Howard Crosby tried to make capi- 
lal against prohibition in that way, stating 
that 144 government licenses were granted 
in thc city of Portland, which, he said, im- 
plied more saloons according to the popula- 
tion than New York. 
What KHS thc truth of 


the matter? There was not one open saloon 
in Portland at that time. Forty of these li- 
censes were held by druggists doing a legiti- 
mate business. Forty-three were held by 
men then in jail for illegal selling, the re- 
mainder by these who either dared not sell 
at all, or sold in such obscure and out-of-the 
way places that tho police could not find 
them. 
1'he houses of some were carefully 


searched and no trace of liquor found. 
In 


others n few pints or quarts were found hid- 
den in the cellar or carried in the proprie- 
tor's pockets. The number of Internal Rev- 
enue licenses sold in Prohibition States, after 
deducting all the druggists, means not so 
many saloons, but so many would-be viola- 
tors of the law whose attempts to sell liquor 
are generally soon rudely interrupted by 
some enterprising official. 
Some one has 


tersely summed up the whole n atter as fol- 
lows: 
"Liquor selling in the license Slates 


is carried on as a business, while in Maine, 
Iowa ana Kansas it is carried on as a crime. 
Prohibition prohibits in all prohibition States, 
else the criminals and their sympathizers and 
abettors would not raise such a hue antl cry 
against it."

WARNING ihe HOLDERS of LK-ENHB 


At the sessions of the license court an an- 
onymous letter was filed charging A. E. 
Ramsay of Jamison's Corner, in Warwick 
wilh violaline the law. Judge Teikes on 
filinc this letler took occasion to adddrpss 
words of warning to Ihe saloon and hotel 
men of the county. 
Among Ihe oilier tilings 
be said: 
' 


If tbe holders of license would be secure in 
Ihe possession of tbe privilege granted them 
they will execule Ihe law. They will not 
permit drunken, disorderly and intcmperale 
men, and those visibly affected by inloxicat- 
ing drinks to loiter about and fiequont tbeir 
places. 


Tbe Act of 1887 requires llie Courl to re- 


voke the licenses of any persons perrnlllin" 
llie cuslomary visilation of disreputable and 
disorderly 
persons, 
upon due 
proof 
of 


the same, and it provides that when a li- 
cense is once revoke! for such a cause Ihe 
same party shall not again be licensed. 
When drunken men are sc'-n going Ihe 
rounds froai one house to another in a dis- 
orderly manner, wben parties ,>f men con- 
grecate and remain in and about hotels until 
near morning, whelher in pi,vinteor public 
rooms, and become intoxicated, some one is 
responsible for tbeir condition. 


Allowing card playins in retired rcnms Is 


a practice of such a shadowy character as 
may bring a license wilhin the bars of law.&nd 
games which result in the furnish ug of 
drinks are within the gambling laws and are 
specially prohibited in hotels. 
Those who endanger tbeir own licenses must. 


not ask fr,r indulgence, If tbe law is souant 
to be enforced aaainst Ibem. The law will 
protect them only when obedient to it. But 
it is not obedience to the Courl, it is hardly 
a prelence, lo furnish liquor to men who nr- 
toriously are liable to become intoxicated, 
until they begin to show ils efft-cts and then 
luru (Item out to disgrace themselves and 
create disturbances. The law contemplates 
that such men shall not be sold liquor at all.
